Before May 10 


On May 22, an additional Selec- 
tive Service College Qualification 
test will be administered -to college 
men seeking student deferments in 
1,000 testing centers throughout 
the country. The examination will 
be held at Hartnell College for 
those students who were unable to 
take the test when it was previ- 
ously given. 

This will definitely be the last 
time during the present academic 
year that students will have an op- 
portunity to attempt this test. Ap- 
plication for the May 22 test must 
be filed by May 10, and may be 
obtained at any local board. Stu- 
dents holding unused applications 
to previous test dates are advised 
to reapply if they wish to take the 
test this month. Applications for 
the April 24 test will not be ac- 
cepted at testing centers. 

To be eligible for the test an 
applicant (1) must be a selective 
service registree who intends to re- 
quest deferment as a student; (2) 
must be satisfactorially pursuing a 
full-time college course leading to 
a degree, and (3) must not previ- 
ously have taken the test.

Carnival Support 
Aids AGS Fund 


Ed. Note: In this article, Tom 
Rogers, representative of the Al- 
pha Gamma. Sigma, explains the 
need for and the advantages of 
a student union at Hartnell Col- 
lege. It is not a universally 
known fact, but in 1945 and 
1946 Salinas Junior College did 
have a student union. Because 
of the low enrollment at the 
time the cafeteria and then the 
women’s gym were set up for 
recreation, study, and activities. 
The following year, when the 
enrollment rose to 822, there 
was no room left for such a 
center. It was then that the 
great need for a student union 
first became so prodigiously evi- 
dent. Since that time various 
methods have been used to cre- 
ate public interest in this vital 
part of the college, including 
a portable student union which 
appeared at all public functions 
of the college, and then mysteri- 
ously disappeared the following 
year. 

The most successful method 
of raising money for this fund 
has been the Spring Carnival. 
The following article ampli- 
fies the reasons for supporting 
this annual event. 


We still need a student union. 
The student lounge now serves 
only a small part of the student 
body and fills only a partial num- 
ber of the duties of a student un- 
ion. A real student union will in- 
clude facilities for eating, loung- 
ing, different types of recreation 
such as ping-pong and bowling, 
and rooms for our various clubs to 
meet. It also will contain rooms 
for all college social functions, such 
as banquets and dances. 

In a school of this type where 
most of the students travel some 
distance to school each day it is

Come Tales of the Past 
We Were That Way Then, Too 


Them was the good old days, 
when the Battery which, as a sin- 
gle page, had formerly furnished 
the spark” for the high school 
Flashlight, blazoned out as a com- 
plete newspaper. That was in 1934, 
when Salinas J.C. was housed in the 
high school buildings. Humble in 
its mimeographed dress, the Bat- 
tery had all the attributes of a met- 
ropolitan newspaper with many de- 
partments, including cartoons, car- 
icatures, society, styles, academics, 
features, book reviews, and even 
advice to the lovelorn. The edi- 
torials, too, were entirely profes- 
siorial. 


Glance at the staff of dynamic, 
resourceful young persons, and you 
see why the Battery was always en- 
tertaining as well as informative: 
James Costello, the editor, who was 
afterwards successful with the Mon- 
terey Peninsula Herald, colorful 
John Harris, Sterling Gorman, Jim- 
mie Strand, cartoonist, who later 
filled the gaps in our depleted 
files; Ed Clendennen, track man, 
and editor of the first La Reata, 
and Bob Christierson. They were 
resourceful fellows in their work, 
but never lost their sense of the 
ridiculous. 

Probably because they knew more 
journalism than he, they asked that 
“The Scourge” should be appointed 
advisor. Later, when journalism 
attained the dignity of a course, 


At MEL’S.” 
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Jimmie Costello instructed the in- 
structor! Strang’s caricatures of the 
faculty and others were master- 
pieces. The first, accompanied by 
a verse, was a dedication of the pa- 
per to a young man officially titled 
registrar, but who-actually ran the 
place—as he does now. Notable 


Copy Boy! 
were the caricatures of Eris, Hage- 
stad and Fraser. LeGro Pressley 
was coach of the track team. Mrs. 
Humphries, inspired teacher, was 
our librarian. 


Ah, there were other distin- 


guished names in these first issues: 
The Wither boys, Jack Riordan, 
Bennie Gwynn, Kenny Morris, 
Buzz Jameson, Elwood Baxter, Ed 
Clendennen who, with Swede Ells- 
berg and Ed DeMattos got out the 
first La Reata; Nathan Scott, Ru- 
thie White, Ardis Roberts and 
Helen IdleHart. A solid alumni! 

Did you read of the coronation 
of the first queen, Sue Brownell? 
In mock solemnity it was all done 
at a dinner dance; and her “cur- 
rent flame” was suddenly dragged 
out to be. Prince Consort. The 
second queen, Gert Roussey, was 
given the same treatment, yes, this 
writer was guilty). 

In October, 1935, we really went 
into print. Of course, all hands 
had to go out and rustle ads, for 
the student body didn’t support the 
paper until later. 


Again we could add names, 
names in scholarship, athletics, 
dramatics, music, and society; but 
this is only October, 1935, and the 
space is filling up.

During 1942, two members of 
the band gave their lives in the 
Pacific area of war. Pete Hazdovac, 
trombonist, was killed in the Pearl 
Harbor attack. Fred MciIndoe, 
trombonist, lost his life as a fighter 
pilot in action. Other .important 
personalities. were: Art Gandy, 
drum nrajor; Maisie McCann, flut- 
ist; Phil Knocke, clarinetist; Galen 
Hommonf, saxophone; Gilbert An- 
derson, and ‘Ralph Feliz, the latter 
a casualty of World War II in the 
air force.

Mr. Lemos came to Salinas Jun- 
ior College in 1930 and served as 
registrar and dean of men, in ad- 
dition to teaching five’ classes.

Jim Hegan, That’s How a No-Hit- 
ter Happens, Saturday Evening 
Post, April 26, 1952. 

Swish . . . “Steeeerrriiike thuh- 

. reeee! Yer out!” 

So ended Cleveland Indian 
pitcher, Bob Feller’s, third no-hit- 
ter in major league baseball play. 
Only a few pitchers in history have 
ever pitched no-hitters. Don Black 
made it in 1947, Bob Lemon 
pitched it in 1948. Cy Young was 
credited -with three at the turn of 
the century and Lawrence Corco- 
ran did it in the 1880's. 

Hegan, ace catcher for. the Cleve- 
land Indians, tells his version of 
the Feller no-hitter to Harry T. 
Paxton.’ 

There’s more to catching than 
the ‘average fan realizes. Every 
“batter up!” is the signal for an- 
other battle to begin between 
hitter and pitcher. It’s up to the 
catcher to direct those battles. 

A catcher’s mind must work su- 
per fast. For he must remember 
how each batter swings, which 
throw he can rap, and for what 


pitches.-he’ll. reach... Each--particu~ 


lar situation must be coped with 
in the catcher’s own particular way. 
The catcher’s busy task is to try 
and keep ahead of the batter by 
knowing on which pitch he’s lia- 
ble to bite! Calling for a change- 
of-pace pitch, slider, fast ball, curve 
ball, and hoping that Tigers’ Lipon 
or Priddy aren’t expecting it. 

The no-hitter was played last 
July before a crowd of 42,891 at 
Municipal Stadium, in Cleveland, 
Ohio. It wasn’t until the eighth in- 
ning that the fans caught on and 
began whispering in the stands. 
The tension mounted as the crowd 
became more restless, wondering if 
this was to be a record-breaking 
Feller no-hitter. Then in the ninth 
inning the catcher did a_ very 
strange thing.

The club has scheduled movies 
and short talks about: foreign coun- 
tries and there have been many 
activities which pleased the stu- 
dents as well as the faculty mem- 
bers. The club had two foreign 
dinners last year, one Chinese and 


the other Italian, which were 
hailed as excellent. At the end 
of the school year the club planned 
a very colorful dance which was en- 
joyed by many students and faculty 
members. This year the club is 
again a fertile source of ideas for 
exciting and well attended events. 

A revolving loan fund is main- 
tained in the name of the club to 
assist needy foreign students in 
solving financial problems while at- 
tending Hartnell.

otc baieae Cees its 
sports program in 1930 by sponsor- 
ing a basketball team and a track 
team. There were no_ teacher: 
coaches available so the coaching 
was furnished by the townspeople 
for those first years. Basketball 
and track continued as the only 
sports until 1932 when a football 
team was formed, and played a lim- 
ited schedule. In these first few 
years competition was mainly in- 
tramural, with little or no inter- 
school competition. 

A full-time sporting program was 
introduced in 1935 with football, 
basketball, tennis, track, and base- 
ball. The teams competed in the 
4-C Athletic Conference (Central 
California Coast Counties Athletic 
Conference), and reigned as cham- 
pions in tennis, track, and baseball. 

The conference was composed of 
Marin J.C., Santa Maria J.C., Menlo 
J.C., Cal Poly, and Salinas J.C. The 
1935 football team was headed for 
great success with a record of three 
wins, one loss, and one tie when 
quarter grades were given out and 
almost the entire football team was 
declared ineligible because of their 
grades. Night play was inaugu- 
rated that year with a game with 
San Francisco State, the Panthers 
coming out on top by virtue of a 
safety, 2-0. The coach who led the 
teams and directed the athletic pro- 
gram was Frank Powers. In basket- 
ball the Panthers played a schedule 
of 16 games and ended up second 
in conference play. Three players 
were chosen to the mythical All-4-C 
team for their outstanding play. 

In 1936, Coach Frank Powers led 
the football team to a season rec- 
ord of two wins, one loss, and four 
ties and reigned as league champs. 
The basketball team compiled a 
record of 22 wins against 7 losses, 
three of which were against profes- 
sional barnstorming teams. The 
4-C Conference was now composed 


of only four teams, with Santa Ma- 
ria J.C. Miramonte J.C., Cal Poly, 
and Salinas J.C. The basketball 
team was crowned champs and 
placed three men on the All4C 
team. The track team met with 
great success, placing second in the 
N.C.J.C.C. meet and winning the 
4C title. 

In 1937, the team was voted into 
the N.C.J.C.C. This year marked 
the first year that Coach Ed Ad- 
ams field a team. 

The 1937 edition of the football 
squad ended the season winless in 
N.C.J.C.C. play, while tying one 
contest. Coach Adams led his bas- 
ketball team to second place in 
league play. The baseball team was 
unsuccessful in theirefirst year of 
the new conference’ and lost all of 
its league games. Salinas J.C. 
sported a championship track and 
tennis team, though to show their 
superiority in athletics. 

Coach Bud Winter took over as 
head football and track coach in 
1938 and guided his football team 
to a second place in conference 
play and leading his track team to 
the conference championship. Bas- 
ketball fared poorly in league play, 
fielding a small but fighting team. 
They finished the season winless in 
league competition. The baseball 
team sported a good season, finish- 
ing the season in second place. 
Coach Darwin Peavy led his boxing 
team to the championship in his 
first year as a physical education 
teacher here. 

1939-40 

The athletic teams enjoyed their 
best seasons in the short history of 
the college. Led by Coaches Bud 
Winter and Ed Adams, the Pan- 
thers won the N.C.J.C.C. football 
championship with a record of six 
wins, one loss, and two ties. The 
basketball team finished’ up in sev- 
enth place in conference standings.

He later competed in the national 
meet and was at one time national 
sprint champion. 
1940-41 

The Salinas J.C. Panthers lost 
two conference games to lose the 
championship to Santa Rosa J.C. 
An early season defeat at the hands 
of the Stockton club marked the 
first time the S.J.C. bunch had 
lost before a home crowd over a 
period of two and one-half years. 
Ending the season in the upper di- 
vision with a record of six wins 
and seven losses, the S.J.C. Pan- 
thers enjoyed their best year of 
competition since 1937 when. they 
won the conference crown. Inau- 
gurating ‘a complete new system of 
competition, this year’s baseball 
team was considered by many to 
be one of the best in the history 
of the college. Withdrawing from 
the N.C.J.C.C., the Panthers played 
entirely free lance ball. The track 
team enjoyed a successful season, 
being led by Sprinter Hal Davis, 
national sprint champion. ‘This 
team was touted to be the best in 
the history of the college. 

1941-42 

The football edition of the Sa- 
linas Panther entered the “A” con- 
ference of the N.C.J.C.C. and man- 
aged to take a surprising second 
place. The football team had a 
new coach, Tiny Hall, who was re- 
sponsible for an outstanding sea- 
son for the Panthers. The Pan- 
thers traveled to Grand Junction, 
Colorado, to play the Mesa J.C. 
team and lost to them in the snow- 


capped game. 

The Panther baseball team, al- 
though touted to have its best sea- 
son in years, couldn’t seem to get 
going and ended up in N.C.J.C.C. 
cellar spot. The track team gave a 
good acount of itself, even though 
hampered by a light turnout. After 
one year’s absence from the con- 
ference, Salinas entered another of 
its fine baseball teams into league 
competition, finishing high in the 
standings. ' 

1942-43 

A light squad ,turned out for 
football in the early war years and 
made up a good team. The basket- 
ball team played a limited inter- 
collegiate schedule, but the Pan- 
thers’ season games were played 
mostly against military personnel. 
The track team had little trouble 
in competition they encountered, 
and rolled on to an unbeaten sea- 
son. 

1943-44 
Panther football team started

PROPOSED IN 1943 

On the north wall of our main 
office hangs a portrait of William 
E. P. Hartnell, for whom this col- 
lege is named. That portrait was 
placed there in 1943, when the 
name of Hartnell was first pro- 
posed for the Salinas college. 

W. E. P. Hartnell organized the 
first institute of higher learning in 
California, in 1833, at the. foothills 
of the Gabilan Mountains east of 
the present campuses, with his old:

In 1920 Sa- 
linas Junior College was organized 
as a part of Salinas high school, 
with the present buildings being 
completed in 1936. In 1948, Salinas 
Junior College officially became 
Hartnell, ¢oinciding with Hartnell 
School of Agriculture and: Mechan- 
ics on East Alisal Street.

Monterey. Peninsula College did 
not compete in the meet, being dis- 
qualified by the league commis- 
sioner for competing an ineligible 
man against a league team.

tion. This ruling will not affect the 
Monterey team other than at the 
conference meet, but they are au- 
tomatically eliminated from the 
state meet by not having placed in 


a conference meet. 
RECORDS BROKEN 

Five records were established at 
the meet, four of which were held 
by Hart cindermen. Ray Dyer, the 
Panthers’ terrific little two miler, 
broke his own record in the two- 
mile event, amending it to 10:26.9. 
Dyer’s mark also set a new school 
record, bettering the time run by 
Ray in the Small College Track 
Meet the week before. Shafen of 
Menlo broke the existing record 
set by Ray Dyer in the mile with 
a time of 4:45.5. Christiansen of 
Menlo broke the record of former 
Panther, Hal Chase, being clocked 
at 2:05.0 John Dobbel’s record in 
the discus was broken, the new 
mark being placed at 127 feet 2 
inches. Menlo broke their own es- 
tablished record in the mile relay 
by circling the oval in 3-32.3. 

PANTHER PLACES 

Taylor Burton took a second 
place in the shotput with a heave 
of 42 feet 5 inches. He was barely 
beaten out, losing the event by 
three-quarters of an inch. Bob Bal- 
lard took a second place in the high 
jump with a leap of 6 feet.
